Kussian's Sirateglc Plan. 

From the German polnt of view, 
which has gained unaccountably rea- 
dy acceptance in England. the in- 
vasion of Poland is the main feature 
of the campaign. From the Russian 
point of view the second invasion, like 
the first. is a mere incident in the 
main strategic scheme, nothing more 
than a disagreeable interruption 
the movement, as inevitable as fate. 
Whatever the Germans and their 
friends may say, Galicia, Cracow, and 
the line of the other defenses still re- 
main now as three months ago, the 
principal feature of Russia's plan. 

It therefore is of supreme import- 
anee to note now that the German

1.0.F. RECEIVES NEW DOMINION LICENSE 


The long fight which the 1.0.F. has made for some years with 
the view of placing the Society on a solvent basis has at last at- 
tained its objeet. 

On November 3rd the Insurance Department at Ottawa is- 
sued through the Superintendent of Insuranee, a new license to 
the Society whereby it undertakes to maintain reserves in respect 
to all outstanding certificates on the basis of their own experience 
and 4 per cent, interest. Hence the assessment license which the 
Society has for so long been working under has been cancelled 
and a new license substituted. 

By this new license the Society is authorized to undertake 
with its members a contract for life, sickness and disability insur- 
ance, as set out in its Constitution and By-laws to the same ex- 
tent as heretofore, and hereafter it will not need to have printed 
on its forms, what was to them obnoxious, the term ‘‘ Assessment 
System,”’ 

While the L.0.F. is today recognized by the Insurance Depart- 
ment of the Dominion as a life insurance company, it is peculiar 
in this respect from all other life insurance companigs doing bus- 
iness in Canada: in receiving a license from, the Department it 
is not only allowed to issue contracts for life insurance, but also 
for sickness and disability, All the other life companies receiving 
a license are allowed to transact but one class of insurance, viz, 
that of life insurance, 

It was the dream of ithe late head of the Soeiety, Dr, Oronhy- 
ateka, that the I.O.F, shold be placed in its present satisfactory 
position, but it was only through the efforts of the present Su- 
panne Chief Ranger, Mr. Elliott G, Stevenson, that it was brought 
about, 

Many times it has been predicted not only by the public in 
general, but by life insurance companies as well, that the end of 
the LO.F, was not far off; but, from the splendid position it holds 
today, it ranks head of any other similar institution, we believe, 
in the world, It has a vast acetimulation of assets which are pil- 
ing up year after year, and on the present basis there is sufficient 
reserve ou the 4 per cent. basis to provide for all outstanding 
obligations. 

With the splendid management it has at present one ean con- 
fidently look forward not only to its position being maintained, 
but year after year there will be a considerable surplus over and 
above all requirements for any contingencies which might happen 
inthe future. In looking over the list of investments at the end of 
1913, the members of the 1.0.F, must feet grateful. When the 
values of securities were tumbling day after day, as has been the 
gase not only since the declaration of war in Europe, but previous 
to that time, it is well for those who have the interests of the 
Society at heart to know that the funds upon which they depend 
are securely and safely invested, and that no matter how long 
the war lasts, it will have little or no effect on the Society, They 
can confidently look forward to receiving the full amount of their 
benefit when their contracts expire. 

This is an enviable position for such a society to hold at the 
present time, and had it not been for the foresight and the zeal 
of the Chief Ranger, we doubt very much whether the institution 
would have been in as satisfactory a position as it is today.

FRANCE THIS MONTH 


England as Being Marvel- 
ously Calm 


‘Winnipeg, Man. Deo, 29—A. M 
Dolmer, a Winnipeger, who is visit- 
the old country, and ataying at 
Westcliffe-on-Sea, sends the following 
nteresting letter under date of Dec, 
11, on conditiona in England, where It 
ia quite apparent that business is be- 
ng continued as usual in spite of the 
threatened invasion by Germany. 

“The town fitl—-really full—of 
soldiers. Every house has them billet- 
ed on them. Every empty store has 
‘amp beds every institute, hotel and 
wen schools have the soldiers with 
them. There is one very large hotel 
yn the sea front this is taken over by 
he government and is full of Belgian 
wounded. We spenk with them every 
jay. Other hotela and institutes are 
aken for our own wounded, All 
ound our coast Is the seme. 

“Not half of what the British are 
doing reaches our papers, They are 
not allowed to publish it. They prefer 
yur enemies to do the boasting [t coy- 
ers us. 

“Before I left Canada, I thought 
hat the German howitzers were the 
argest guns on the battlefield, for we 
iad not heard otherwise. Our largest 
guns are three inches larger and are 
more massive than the howitzer, and 
ve live in hopes of using them on 
Berlin. I hear that Krupps represen- 
ative came to our factories and cas- 
taily inquired as to our largest guns, 
He was told 14 inches.
